EAR Mr. Pearlroth: I would be roar in knowing what 

my name means. It is Kan. My husband’s family comes 

from the province of Drente in the Eastern part of the Nether- 
Jands—MRS. EVELYN KAN, Briarwood, L. L, N. Y. 


KAN (also Kann, Kanner and Kannengiesser) are all names 
synonymous with the status of Levi. The Leviyim—one of the 
three hereditary categories into which a Jew is born—have the 
duty of pouring water from a pitcher upon the hands of the 
Kohanim before the latter pronounce the holiday blessing upon 
the congregation. From this office the Leviyim took the pitcher 
German “Kanne’’) as their emblem. When German and Dutch 
Jews adopted permanent family names—the members of the 
Levi tribe who did not take the name of Levi—adopted their 
emblem as the family name, Kan is—in fact— the Dutch equiv- 
alent of the German “Kanne”,

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: Will you please tell me the meaning 
D and origin of the name Yagodnick. My father came from 
Poland. We changed our name to Young. I will be sincerely 
grateful if you would.—_NORTON H. YOUNG, Chelsea, Mass, 


YAGODNIK is a patronymic. It means “The Son of Yahuda’”’ 
(Ben Yahuda).” Since there is no “H” in the Russian alphabet— 
it is usually transliterated by a “G”. The family name has no 
connection with the Pélish term “Jagodnik’” which means “a 
dealer in berries”. The original ancestor of your family bore the 
Hebrew name of Juda or Jahuda and it is from him that the 
family name is derived.

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: I would be interested in learning the 
D origin and meaning of my family name. My father’s fam- 
ily originally comes from the village of Rafalowka in Volhynia.

FIKS is a Yiddish adaptation of the Hebrew name Joshua. 
In an affectionate application Joshua becomes Shia or Shial 
(Little Joshua). The diminutive is then mistaken for the He- 
brew term Shual which is (loosely) translated as a Fox (“fiks” 
in Yiddish). The family name Lis has the same meaning and 
origin. “Lis” is “a fox” in Polish.

But Who Would’ve Denied Him?

You have made it possible for us to walk 


Eddie Axlrod has been dead five years—yet not a day goes by that some handicapped person fails 
to bless his memory with such a simple prayer as the one above. 


Eddie was 23 years old when he 
died, but the crusade to which he 
devoted his short life continues 
to grow. * 

Through his father, Eddie has 
left a living memorial for the 
handicapped. Eddie was not only 
his brothers’ keeper—he was his 
brothers’ helper. 


THE STORY OF EDDIE really 
began back in June 1936 when 
his doctor told him that rheumat- 
ic fever had left him with a seri- 
ously damaged heart. He would 
have to spend his life in a bed; 
if he didn’t he would die. 

A few months later Eddie’s fa- 
ther found him lying in the grass. 

Eddie cried, “If I have to die, 
please let me die out here and 
not in that bed.” 

“No man,” Leo Axlrod told his 
young son, “can say how long 
you are going to live. Only God 
can do that.” 


THEN I WILL get up and live 
like other people and put my 
trust in God,” Eddie answered. 
“I am going to spend all the time 
I have left helping others who 
are afflicted.” 

With the spiritual backing of 
the family Rabbi, Max Shapiro, 
Eddie opened a small furniture 
repair shop when he was 16. He 
discriminated in his employment 
—but no defense agency lifted a 
finger. For Eddie discriminated 
by hiring only handicapped per- 
sons. 

They came to Eddie without 
feet, without hands, without eyes. 
Eddie hired them. His only re- 
quest was that after he taught 
them the trade they would go out, 
open their own shops, and employ 
handicapped people. 


EDDIE’S CRUSADE soon out- 
grew the factory. In 1945, he and 
a small group of men formed In- 
dependence Inc. — “devoted to 
making independents out of de- 
pendents.” In seven years since 
Independence, Inc. started, al- 
most 10,000 handicapped people 
were placed in jobs.

Staying Home From School Should Be Very Minimum

RS. Levin was chatting with her neighbor about 
Passover. “I don’t know whether to keep 
Phyllis home from school or not. We’re not at all 
‘religious, and of course my hus- 
band will be working. I’d hate to 
have her miss her school work, 
and I’d feel like a hypocrite ask- 
ing the teacher to excuse her for 
a religious holiday. 

“And still it doesn’t seem right 
to send Phyllis to school when the 
other Jewish children will be ab- 
sent.” 

The Jewish holidays and fes- 
tivals have meaning to Jews’ who 
are not observant as well as to 
those who are pious. Recognition of Passover as a 
special period in the calendar is important for any 


individual who feels any sort of identification with

Jewry, whether it be historical, naturalistic, cultural, 


~or religious. / 


WHEN A NON-RELIGIOUS JEW commemorates 
Passover by making it a special non-school day for 
his children, he is doing no more than is the non- 
churechgoing Christian who celebrates Christmas or 
Easter. 

Attending school on a day when it is traditional 
for Jewish children to be absent, makes a Jewish 
child feel conspicuous in his own eyes and in those 
of his Gentile companions and teachers. It damages 
his sense of loyalty to Jewry, and tears down the 
feeling of belonging which is of such particular im- 
portance to a member of a minority group. 

As to what the child will miss by absence from 
school, parents need not worry. No school program 
is so rigid that a pupil who is absent for even a few 
days suffers an irreparable loss.

In the interim, 
judging by the recently released 
third volume on a_ twelve-inch 
Oriole LP, everything about Miss 
Rubin5ds art has undergone 
change. Her voice, style, delivery, 
and presentation all are unlike 
what they were. 


We hate to say that her warm 
mezzo has coarsned in the inter- 
vening year. We ran a compari- 
sion test between Volume II and 
Volume III, and it was logical to 
assume that dissimilarities in re- 
cording techniques, acoustics, 
and so on accounted for what 
was a harsher recital the second 
time. (We hasten to add that in 
the Yiddish field a raucous Ruth 
Rubin *is almost anyone else’s 
nightingale).

We remembered her way 
of ending a phrase as if putting 
a period to it. In the LP, there 
was little of this charm.

Pour into greased 
baking dish and bake 30 minutes at 350 degrees 
or until brown. Serve with fruit or wine sauce, 
Apples, raisins or dates may be added before 
baking if desired. Serves 6. 

MATZO EIRKUCHEN (BABALACH) 

% cup matzo meal % tsp salt 
4 eggs 2 tbisps shortening 
% cup water 

Pour water on matzo meal and stir in salt. 
Let stand while beating egg yolks. Stir in 
matzo meal mixture. Beat egg whites stiff 
but not dry, and fold in. Melt shortening in 
small frying pan. Pour in half of the mixture 
turning the pan to distribute evenly. Turn to 
brown underside.

THE ARAB ATTACK on the bus was seen as opportunity for 
the Western powers to reassert their objectivity, and to restore some 
degree of confidence that there was a true desire to bring about a 
permanent peace.

“Your Americans send us money as a pretense for economic aid 
while at the same time encouraging the Arabs to kill us,” one of 
my neighbors said in a moment of bitterness which I found among 
others as well. When the Arabs kill and burn and steal, all is for- 
given. When it is alleged that the Jews, goaded by these acts, take

Ships bound for Israel have been 
stopped in the Suez Canal, and though all the world talks about | 
the principle of free navigation, nothing is done when Israel is 
affected. Israel has sought to promote peace by asking Jordan to 
sit down at a peace conference where mutual problems can be dis-| 
cussed, and although such a session is mandatory under the terms 
of the armistice agreement, Jordan refuses to talk peace—and the 
collective powers of the world do nothing. Three Israeli citizens | 
who chance to be aboard a British airliner which is compelled by | 
bad weather to make a forced landing at Bagdad are removed and | 
held in prison, while the plane and its other passengers are permitted | 
to take off. For three months these people have been in an Iraqi’ 
prison, and though every diplomatic protest has been made by Is-| 
rael, the world does nothing in the face of this wanton act of inter- 
national kidnapping and piracy.

Though I have not read .Res- 
cue and Liberation” by Isaac 
Zaar, [ was disturbed to read 
Meyer Levin’s reaction to the 
Irgun Tsvai Leumi. To use the 
terms “shoddy,” or “techniques 
used by communists,” when re- 
ferring to the causes or methods 
of the Irgun is rather hypocriti- 
cal, for these same terms must 
inevitably be applied to all the 
methods and causes of the Jew- 
ish Agency as well. 

Most people would not deny 
that the Jewish Agency played 
the most important role in the 
partitioning and re-establishment 


of the so-called “Jewish State” 
Israel, which is only 1/7 of our 


historical homeland, Erets Yis- 


_ 
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rael. Most people will agree with 
the very important role played 
by the Irgun, forcing the issue 
among the Jewish people and the 
world. 


It was the Irgun that became 
the symbol of the Maccabbees 
and Jewish heroism during 1945 
through 1948, It was the Irgun 
that attracted stage celebrities, 
government officials of all the 
world powers, and other notables 
of fame to take an interest in 
Jewish demands and not re- 
quests, It was the Irgun, that 
during these years, made Jews 
proud of being Jewish and arous- 
ed in every Jewish heart a desire 
to identify themselves with their 
fellow Jews. (Perhaps the other 
“regular organizations” just 
could not do the job). If this was 
all the Irgun did, it would have 
been enough and would have 
justified its existence. 

Mr. Levin refuses to waste his 
time discussing the facts, Per- 
haps Mr. Levin refuses to do 
this for it would definitely be a 
waste of time trying to disprove 
facts that are indisputably cor- 
rect. It is a fact that the Irgun 
made the lives of the British mili- 
tary regime miserable in Pales- 
tine. It is a fact that the British 
threw its hands up in dispair 
trying to solve the Palestine pro- 
blem only because they were 
hampered by the Irgun on all 
sides, both in Palestine and 
abroad. It is a fact that the Ha- 
gana had to abandon its policy 
of “havlaga” and follow the pat- 
tern of the Irgun.

Looking For 


HERE has been a great deal of discus- 
sion on the problem of investing the 
twentieth century Jew with some feeling 
for his religion, and every once in a while 
there is a fad on some one approach, al- 
though for the moment we happen to be 
in a groping stage. 

The call for organic Jewish communit- 
ies, an outgrowth of the application of the 
thinking of the Reconstructionists on the 
problem, was felt for a while to be the 
answer. 

Before that—many years before—the 
Reform and the Conservative approach 
both were thought to be answers to the 
same question, 

The Orthodox, although probably not 
as openly, have sought to provide their 
answers. One has been the traditional ap- 
proach—undeviating observance of the 
taryag mitzvoth, the 613 commandments. 
The other has been the hope that a new 
Sanhedrin or religious court in Israel 
might make possible changes in some of 
the outgrown phases of observance which 
would return orthodoxy to the center of 
the Jewish religious field. 

Obviously none of these have been the 
full answer. What might have been a 
logical answer today, when espoused 50 
years ago, failed to win the kind of devot- 
ion from the masses that would have turn- 
ed it into a full scale movement which 
would have irresistibly brought the Jew 
back to religious practices. Likewise a 
try at an answer today may have worked 


50 years ago, but is ineffective in 1954, 


malignant on the minds of young Jewish 
people. 
Will Maslow’s reply to the Reconstru- 
ctionist Magazine’s views was to the point, 
“We are not concerned with discrim- 
ination in these cases, but with the defam- 
ation that goes along with it.” 


An Answer 


But for whatever the reason, it is ap- 
parent that the Jew today still finds Jud- 
aism not central to his being, and not 
something that is as necessary to him, 
even to the extent that an automobile is, 

The answer that what is required is 
education is also in a sense an evasion, 
For although the educated Jew is very 
likely to be an observant Jew, we know 
full well that educating the U. S. Jew 
about Judaism and the Jew is a goal that 
is still far distant. 

Before there can really be an answef 
for the mid-twentieth century Jew, the 
problem must first be accurately articul- 
ated. And the articulation must be done 
in everyday language which the layman 
can understand. Once that has been ach- 
ieved—inundating the Jewish community 
with the right phrasing of the problem— 
we at least are on the right road towards 
finding the answer. 

Judaism is rich in values—values 
which the Jew of today somehow feels he 
needs but is unable to tell you why. These 
values must be translated into everyday 
activity, so that the Jew will practice hon- 
esty, and charity and concern for his fel- 
lowman as the inevitable expression of his 
Judaism—not because to be dishonest will 
land him in jail. Family purity, humil- 
ity, study for its own sake, all of these 
are as much a part of Judaism as oxygen 
is of the air we breathe. 

How to make these values operative 
in the lives of the Jew of today is the 
problem.

NEW YORK (JP)—The Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith

The attack, written by Jacob 
Glatstein in the Day Morning 
Journal, assailed the ADL for 
using the ADL for using funds 
collected to fight anti-Semitism 
“for religious match-making be- 
tween Jews and non-Jews.” 

Charging that the ADL was 
operating on the theory that “the 
Jewish religion must be changed 
drastically in order to conciliate 
non-Jews,” the noted Yiddish 
journalist asked whether “the 
fighters against anti-Semitism 
have also become religious re- 
formers.” 

“The fact that the Easter Com- 
munion ceremony has absolutely 
no relation to the _ traditional 
Jewish Passover Seder never oc- 
curred” to the ADL and the Den- 
ver Council of Churches, Glat- 
stein wrote, “nor did the fact 
that even among Protestants 
there are differences of opinion 
in regard to this ceremony.” 

Noting that ADL promotion 
called the ceremony the first of 
its kind in the United States, 
Glatstein asserted that “rabbis 
and ministers” had joined “to 
prepare a kind of inter-faith 
Hagegadah.” 

“The program was opened by 
a minister; he was followed by a 
rabbi who explained to the Jew- 
ish and Christian guests the sig- 
nificance of the Passover cere- 
mony,” the Yiddish journalist re- 
ported.
